2. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the Aia receptor agonist is administered in 
an amoimt that does not exceed about 1 000 \ig. 

3- (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the Aja receptor agonist is administered in 
an amount ranging from about 10 to about 600 ^g. 

4. (Original) The method of claim I wherein the A2a receptor agonist is administered in a 
single dose. 

5. (Canceled) 

6. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the A2A receptor agonist is 
administered in an amount ranging from about 0.05 to about 60 ^g/kg and wherein the Aza 
receptor agonist is administered by iv intravenous (iv) bolus. 

7. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the A^a receptor agonist is 
administered in an amount ranging from about 0, 1 to about 30 tig/kg wherein the A2A receptor 
agonist is administered by intravenous (iv) bolus. 

(Currently amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the Aza receptor agonist is 
admini$iered in an amount no greater than about 20 fig/kg to a supine patient and wherein the 
AjA receptor agonist is administered by iv intravenous (iv) bolus. 

9. (Currently amended) Tlie metliod of claim 1 wherein the Aia receptor agonist is 
administered in an amount no greater than about 10 n-g^g to a standing patient wherein the Aia 
receptor agonist is administered by 4v intravenous (iv't bolus. 

10. (Original) The jnethod of claim 1 wherein the A^a receptor agonist is administered in 
an amount ranging from about 1 0 to about 600 fig wherein the wherein the A2a receptor agonist 
is administered in about 20 seconds. 

1 ] . (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the Aja receptor agonist is administered in 
an amount ranging from about 10 to about 600 }ig wherein the Aza receptor agonist is 
administered in less than about 10 seconds.

and combinations thereof t o the human, wherein the administration of the Ar& receptor agonist 
causes at least a 2.5 fold increase in coronary blood flow that is achieved within about 1 minute 
from the administration of the A?^^ receptor agonist, and wherein the myocardium is examined 
for areas of insufficient blood flow following administration of the radionuclide and the A2A 
receptor agonist. 
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18. (Original) The method of claim 17 wherein the myocardium examination begins 
within about 1 minute from the time the A2A receptor agonist is administered. 

19-20. (Canceled) 

21. (Original) The method of claim 17 wherein the radionuclide and the A^a receptor 
agonist are administered separately. 

22. (Original) The method of claim 17 wherein the radionuclide and the A2A receptor 
agonist are administered simultaneously. 

23. (Original) The method of claim 17 wherein the administration of the A2A receptor 
agonist causes at least a 2.5 fold increase in coronary blood Iflow for less than about S minutes. 

24. (Original) The method of claim 17 wherein the administration of the A2A receptor 
agonist causes at least a 2.5 fold increase in coronary blood flow for less than about 3 minutes. 

25. (Currently amended) The method of claim 17 wherein the A^a receptor agonist is 
CVT-3146 which is administered in an amount ranging from about 10 to about 600 jxg in a single 
iv intravenous (iv) bolus. 

26. (Currently amended) The method of claim 25 wherein CVT-3146 is administered 
in an amount ranging from about 100 to about 500 jxg in a single iv intravenous fivl bolus. 

27. (Original) The method of claim 17 wherein the a A^a receptor agonist is CVT-3146 
which is administered in a single dose in an amount ranging from 10 to about 600 ^g that is 
independent of the weight of the human being dosed. 

28. (Original) The method of claim 27 wherein the dose is administered in about 30 
seconds or less. 
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29. (Original) The method of claim 27 wherein the dose is administered in about 20 
seconds or less. 



30. (Original) The method of claim 17 wherein the A2A receptor agonist is administered 
in a single dose. 
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
